Making the Voters Think. 


And he is apparently succeeding. I 
have heard men, who had listened to 
him, comment later on to the effect 
that “they had never thought of that.” 
But they are thinking now. You can 
tell by their attitude and their words. 

Dorsey’s concern is directed to the 
substance and not the delivery. He 
doesn’t expect votes for Dorsey, but 
for Dorsey's policies. He doesn't go 
out of the way to make friends, evi- 
dently preferring to adhere to the sys- 
tem of the old narrative of the “man 
who makes a better mouse trap than 
his neighbor.” He isn’t fraternal in 
the mannef of the old-school politician. 

An instance in illustration: 

We were en route from Valdosta to 
Bainbridge on an Atlantic Coast Line 
accommodation.

RUSSIANS GAIN

The Russians are continuing their 
successful advance in the region of the 
lower Lipa, the war office announced

“The number of prisoners taken by 
the Russians in Volhynia yesterday 
was nearly 13,000. ; 

rhe official statement today reads: 

“In Volhynia, to the east and south- 
east of Suinuhi (Sviniusky) village, our 
brave troops, under General Sakaroff, 
have broken down the resistance of the 
enemy. In battles in the region of 
Pustomyty more than 1,000 German and 
Austrian prisoners have been taken, to- 
gether with three light guns, two 
heavy guns, machine guns and much 
other military booty. In these battles 
brave General Viadimir Draggmiroff 
was wounded in the leg by a shrapnel 
splinter. 

“In the region of the lower Lipa our 
successful advance continues. The ene- 
my is making a stubborn resistance. 
In battles in this region we took pris- 
oner 226 officers and 5,872 men. We 
also captured 24 guns, of which twelve 
were heavy pieces, together with four- 
teen machine guns, a few thousand 
rifles and other equipments. We also 
have captured in this vicinity 51 offi- 
cers and 2,185 men. 

“The total number of prisoners taken 
on July 16 in battles in Volhynia is ap- 
proximately 314 officers and 12,637 men. 
We captured thirty guns, of which sev- 
enteen were heavy pieces; a great num- 
ber of machine guns and much other 
material. 

“In the direction of Kirlibaba, on the 
frontier of Transylvania, we have 
cupled a set ef new positions. 

“In the region of Riga skirmishes 
on both sides have been successful for 
us and part of the enemy’s trenches 
have been taken, together with prison- 
ers.

The British persisted un- 
til all who had not received a final 
wound in transit were safe in the rear. 

A captured record of a German bat- 
talion shows that 600 of its number 
were killed ©r wounded by the British 
shell fire ist the bombardment  be- 
fore the attack began. 

The text of the official 
follows: 

“Further important successes have 
been gained by us. Northwest of Ba- 
zentin-Le-Petit wood we stormed and 
captured German second line positions 
on a front of 1,500 yards. The large 
number of German dead in this sector 
bears evidence of the very heavy cas- 
ualties which the enemy has suffered 
since our advance began. 

“Kast of Longueval we still further 
widened the gap in the German second 
line by capturing the strongly-defend- 
ed position of Waterlot farm. 

“On our left flank in Ovillers and 
La Boisselle, where there had been con- 
tinuous hand-to-hand fighting since 
July 7, we captured the remaining 
strongholds of the enemy, together with 
two officers and 124 guardsmen who 
formed the remnants of the brave gar- 
rison. The whole position is now in 
our hands.” 

The following captured documents 
are of interest as showing the very 
heavy casualties which the enemy has 
suffered in recent fighting: 

“From a company of the Sixteenth 
Bavarian infantry regiment to the third 
battalion, Sixteenth Bavarian infantry: 
Severe enemy artillery fire, all calibers 
up to 28 centimeters on company sector, 
Company strength, one officer, 12 men. 
Be urgently speedy relief for company. 
What remains of company so exhausted 
that in case of attack by the enemy 
the few totally exhausted men cannot 
fight on.” 

“From another company of the same 
regiment to the Third battalian, Six- 
teenth Bavarian intantry regiment: 
‘Very heavy and intense enemy fire on 
company sector. Completely lost its 
fighting value. Men ieft so exhausted 
they can no longer be emploved in 
fighting if heavy artillery fire con- 
tinues. Company will soon be entirely 
exterminated. Relief for company urg- 
ently requested.’ 

“From the second battalion to the 
third battalion, Sixteenth Bavarian in- 
fantry regjenent: ‘Battalion has just 
received orders from Lieutenant Colonel 
Humme that it is placed under orders 
of the third battalion, Sixteenth Bava- 
rian regiment, as a section of the re- 
serves. Battalion consists at present 
time of three officers, two non-com- 
missioned officers and 19 men.’” 

The British official statement on the 
progress of the campaign on the west- 
ern front, issued tonight, reads: 

“Rain and heavy mist again inter- 
fered with operations Nothing of im- 
portance occurred on the British front 
today.

Garage Manager Declared 
Competent Man, But Cen- 
sured for Alleged Abuse of 
City Officials. 


The report of the committee ap- 
pointed to look into the conduct of the 
city garage under the direction of J. J. 
Mulhdlliand, manager, was submitted to 
council yesterday signed by Woodall, 
Landers, George Freeman and Owens, 
and passed with an amendment by Al- 


derman Kelley. 

The report recommended the reten- 
tion of Mulholland, but carried with it 
a censure for his alleged abuse of city 
officials and his use of his private car 
with city gasoline and oil. 

The original report stated that since 
Mulholland used his car for city pur- 
poses “it was thought possible” the city 
did not lose anything by furnishing 
gasoline, oil and repairs. 

City Did Not Lose. 

The amendment of Alderman Kelley 
struck from the report the words “it 
is possible,” leaving the report read- 
ing “the city did not lose.” A further 
amendment by Alderman Kelley stated 


that Mulholland made the city a good 
man in his position. Both amendments 

re adopted. 
with the report was an ordinance 
regulating the use of the city machines. 
This was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee and the special garage commit- 

e. 

** The ordinance provided that all work 
done by the garage for the city cars 
must be done on a written order from 
the proper official. It provided that 
mo extra parts save those on the car 
.at the time of its purchase should be 
installed. 

Another section provided that all ac- 
cidents in which city cars were dam- 
aged must be reported in writing to the 
manager and that he must investigate. 
If he found the blame attached to the 
driver, the driver must pay for the 
damage. : 

Another provision set forth that no 
city employee be allowed to use city 
cars for any but city business and that 
mo person other than a city employee 
on city business be permitted to ride 
in the city cars. 

The ordinance provides that all cars 
must be lettered with the name Atlan- 
ta on both sides and must carry con- 
gecutive numbers. 

Guilty of Profanity. 

The committee stated that they had 
found Mulholland guilty of using pro- 
fane language about city officials and 
recommended that he be severely cen- 
sured. It further. recommended that 
such language be prohibited in the 
garage. : 

The paper recommended the appoint- 
ment of a garage committee by the 
mayor at the time of the appointmen 
of committees on January 1 of each 
year. This committee will have charge 
of the garage. The manager will re- 
port to the committee which will have 
the authority to discharge him for 
cause. The appointment of the mana- 
ger will be on the recommendation of 
this committee to be ratified by coun- 
cil and mayor. 

The report recommends that the lo- 
cation of the garage be changed and 
that the city provide for the purchase 
of a building for its own use or for the 
erection of a building on some of the 
city property to be used as a garage.

OF GEORGIA COMPLETED 


Harrison Company Announces 
Final Volume Will Be 
Issued This Week. 


The publication of Park’s Annotated 
Code of Georgia has just been com- 
pleted by The Harrison company, of 
this city. 

This code is the most ambitious 
work of the kind ever attempted in 
Georgia. Its completion gives to Geor- 
Sia the best code of any state in the 
union, 

The first five volumes of the work 
contain all the civil laws of the state 
completely annotated to all the decis- 
ions of the state appellate courts and 
the United States courts  construin 
those laws. The sixth volume con 
tains the penal laws, completely anno- 
tated, with a full index of those laws: 
the seventh and last volume, which is 
in the bindery and will be issued at 
an early date, contains, in addition 
to a large number of invaluable mis- 
cellaneous tables, the best index to 
the entire code which any code of 
Georgia has ever had. 


Editorial Work By Park. 


The editorial work on the code was 
done by a corps of competent editors, 
under the supervision of Orville A. 
Park, of the Macon bar, and was be- 
gun more than six years ago. More 
than four years was required to com- 
mlete the manuscript. After the man- 
uscript was completed it was submit- 
ted to the attorney general and a joint 
committee of the legislature, who 
warmly commended the code to the 
legislature which was then in session. 
The legislature in 1914 passed a reso- 
lution authorizing the publication of 
the code and recommending its use by 
the officers of the state and the 
courts. Nearly two years were re- 
quired merely to print the work. The 
first volume was issued in the fall of 
1914 and the last volume will be is- 
sued this month. 

The cost of the code far’ exceeds 
that incurred in the publication of anv 
previous code. The last volume alone 
cost more than the state paid the late 
Judge John L. Hopkins for his com- 

lete manuscript of the code of 1910. 

he entire work represents a cash 
outlay of more than $60,000. 

Mr. Park’s editorial staff was com- 
posed of five competent lawvers who 
devoted unremitting labor to the 
work. These were Harry S. Strozier, 
Bascom 8S. Deaver and Charles H. Gar- 
rett, of Macon, who were engaged on 
the work from the heginning: Louts 
G. Smith, of. Macon, who was engaged 
on it for about a year, and Harrv B. 
Skillman, of Indianapolis, Ind.. who 
did editorial work on the code for 
more than a year and who later pre- 
pared the indexes to the work. 


Strongly Indorsed, 


The code has been used constantly 
as the volumes have been printed, and 


it has .received strong, indorsements 
from the ‘bench and the bar of the 
state. It is the purpose of the pub- 
lishers to keep it up to date by the 
issuance of cumulative supplements. 
The state will thus be spared the ex- 
pense of publishing a new code, as 
has been found necessary hitherto 
about every decade since the first code 
was published.

These officers 
have thus been deprived of the use of 
an annotated code, which it is now 
proposed to give them ‘by the passage 
of this bill, and which is necessary 
for their use in the discharge of the 
duties of their offices.

HIGHWAY BOARD 
W A CERTAINTY 


Many Substitutes Intro- 
duced to the Original Bill 
Cause Speculation as to 
Personnel of Board and Its 
Duties. 


That Georgia is to have a_ state 
board of highway commissioners ap- 
pears patent, in view of legislative 
proceedings yesterday, but the provi- 
sions of the law under which it is to 
be created and will operate seems 
purely a matter of conjecture. 

Yesterday were introduced in the 
house the Turner substitute for the 
Andrews and all other bills looking 
to highway commission legislation 
then pending: a substitute by Jones, 
of Coweta, and still another, introduced 
by Beck, of Carroll, and an amendment 
to the Turner substitute bill by Jones, 
of Coweta. The author of this amend- 
ment spoke for it at length from the 
floor, after which, the hour of ad- 
journment being close at hand, Repre- 
sentative Turner asked and was grant- 
ed unanimous consent that the entire 
matter of highway legislation and de- 
bate be postponed and made a spe- 
cial and continuing order of business 
next Thursday morning. So, as the 
matter now stands, pending for con- 
sideration Thursday are four highway 
commission bills and one amendment. 

Immediately following the disposal 
of routine business and locai bills by 
the house yesterday, Representative 
Stewart, of Coffee, asked unanimous 
consent to have the proposed Atkin- 
60n county bill set as a special and 
continuing order immediately after the 
regular order of business. Blackburn, 
of Fulton, objected; so this bill will 
maintain the position previously as- 
signed to it, which will bring it be- 
fore the house this morning, towgether 
with the bill to create from Berrien 
county a new county to be known as 
Cook. These two measures probably 
will consume the time of the house to- 
day. The bill providing for the ex- 
emption of college endowments from 
taxation also is set for today, but if the 
new counties measures are debated at 
the length to which it scems probable 
they will be, it is not likely that the 
tax exemption Dill will be reached. 

Representative Myrick, of Chatham. 
asked and was granted unanimous con- 
sent that the Savannah recall bill to 
provide for the calling of a _ special 
election, upon the petition of 25 per 
cent of the qualiizied voters of Savan- 
nah, looking to the recall of Savan- 
nah’s mayor and other officials. be as- 
si:rned to the house general iudiciai 
committee number 1, of which, 
the way, Mr. Myrick is a member. 

Under the head of unfinished busi- 
ness the speaker then called up for 
further consideration the report of the 
rules committee to assign the bill to 
repeal the existing tax equalization 
law as a special and continuing order 
on the calendar. 

Lively Tilt Over BIil. 

Representative Sheppard, of Sumter, 
author of the motion to reconsider the 
report. which had been disagreed to by 
the house last Thursday, moved for 
another postponement of it to next 
Thursday, Swift. of Muscogee, who 
tried hard to bring the matter to a 
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eecond vote last ivriday, made a vigor- ! 


ous speech against postponement, 

“The gentleman kKnows he 
got the votes,’ he declared. “That’s 
why he wants, time after time, to post- 
pone the issue—in the vain hope that 
he will sometime be able to command 
sufficient votes here to defeat the tax 
equalization law. The tax-dodgers are 
the ones who are back of this whole 
business,’ he cried. “The fact of the 
matter is that the great majority of 
the members of this house are opposed 
to the repeal bill, while those who 
are hard hit by the equalization law 
are hollering for the repeal. 
want time, time, more time to 
shal aid, and when the time 
when they think they have enough 
strength won over to their side to re- 
peal the law, then they 
this come to a vote. I say, 
now.” 

Mr. Sheppard raised the point that 
the repeal bill itself is set for Thurs- 
day, and he argued that it will then 
have to be voted upon, and “why con- 
sume double the time of the house in 
debating it now. and then, too?’ 

His motion was carried, $F to 39.

Bill to Bar Sunday Movies 


Beaten in House Committee 


General judiciary committee No. 1 
of the house Monday deferred action on 
Representative Harris’ liquor trans- 
portation bill until representatives of 
the railroads appear next Friday. The 
bill is the one that requires a record 
to be made of the delivery and shipment 
of liquors and provides that ten cents 
be paid by the consignee to the carrier 
who will turn it over to the ordinary. 

Action was also deferred on the sen- 
ate bill making it a misdemeanor to 


desert wife and minor children who are 
in destitute circumstances, and making 
it possible to try the crime in the place 
to which the deserted wife may have 
gone. 

The bluestocking bill of Representa- 


is a duplicate of a provision in_his own 
bill, Mr. Jones argued that Secretary 
of State Philip Cook has organized, 
after years of study and work, a per- 
fect system Of machinery for the eol- 
lection of this money, and that it would 
entail simply a waste ot the state's 
money to take this work out of the 
secretary of state’s hands and place it 
under the control of another depart- 
ment which would have to do all of 
the organization work which has been 
done. 

Irrcidentally, he argued at some 
length the merits of nis own bill, 
which provides that the highway com- 
shall consist in the members 
prison commission,’ each of 
whose salary would be increased by 
$1.000 a vear. Under the Jones bill 
the commission would be authorized to 
divide the state into four highway dis- 
tricts and employ, at a salary of not 
to exceed $2,000 a vear, a highway en- 
gineer for each district. The commis- 
sion would have power to co-operate 
With the county governments relative 
to highway construction and mainte- 
nance in their respective counties, and 
with the federal government in regard 
to realizing this state’s pro rata of the 
government moneys to be appropriated 
under the fecently-enacted Bankhead 
law. It would have charge of all 
funds to be used in connection with 
the highways of the state and the ve- 
hicle license fees moneys would be 
collected as they are now, by the sec- 
retary of state, and by him deposited 
with the state treasurer to the credit 
of the highway commission. 

Beck's bill provides for a high com- 
composed of the chair- 
man of the prison commiasion. the 
state geologist and the secretary of 
state. Each would have $1,000 added 
to his present salary, and the board 
would be empowered to employ expe- 
rienced road-builders at its discretion, 
provided no engineer thus employed 
would be paid more than $200 a month, 
and the aggregate should not be per- 
mitted to run above $5.000 a vear. 

Both the Jones and Beck bills pro- 
vide, in addition to the pence nent 
solaries. traveling and other expe s 
incurred necessarily in the fulfill. 
ment of their duties. In Jones’ Dill, 
the same provision is made with ref- 
erence to compensation for the four 
district engineers contemplated in the 
act. 

Will Print Bill. 

Included in Mr. Turner's request for 
postponement of the matter 
Thursday, as acceded to and ordered, 
is a provision that between now 
Thursday 300 copies

placed upon the desk of each legisia-

“Thus, I fail to see how !{t would be 
possible, without the money in the 
treasury to do it with, how the neces- 
sary expenses incurred in the removal 
of the capital would be paid or could 
be paid under the constitution as it 
stands. 

“Gentlemen, at authorizin the re- 
moval of the capital you would destroy 
the taxable value of this tity, and not 
only that, you would jeopardize the fi- 
nancial standing and credit of the state, 
the debt of which now is, without what 
appropriations this assembly may make, 
$200,000 over what the 
taxable values of the state will provide, 
even when you heave applied the maxi- 
mum tax limit. 

“In the state of Georgia, gentlemen,” 
continued Mr. Alston, “are 8,000 schools, 
housed miserably, kept miserably. Our 
public institutions——asylums, sanita- 
riums, educational institutions, all are 
in dire need of funds. Two millions 
of dollars will be required to place 
them on a standard such as they rhould 
be placed upon, and yet you are asked 
to squander three times the amount of 
money actually and urgently needed by 
our public schools and to educate our 
children, and there igs no reason for it. 
Our schools need this money; our other 
public state institutions need ‘t. You 
can’t afford to waste it, gentlemen— 
money which we haven't got--on some- 
thing for which there is absolutely ro 
need, and which would be a detriment 
to the neople, such as this scheme to 
remove the capital to Macon.” 

Bartlett for Macon. 

In closing *he debate, Charles L 
Bartlett, for Macon, declared how fer- 
vently “I love Atlanta.” 

“And.” he said, “when they tell you 
that taking the capital away is going 
to kill Atlanta, don’t you believe it. 
When they say that if the capitol is 


moved Atlanta is gone forever, I don't 
believe is. 

“Gentlemen, you cannot afford to say 
to the people that they cannot say 
where their capital shall be. ‘Let the 
people rule!’ ”’
